MARVELOUS COURAGE. 


Unparalleled Coolness. efan Innocent Man 
on the Gallows. 

In a handsome mansion situated in a 
lonely part of England there resiied, a few 
years ago, a maiden lady of ‘consitierabie 
wealth, writes a correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Press. One morning shé was 
discovered foully murdered. Her. man- 
servant, named Lee, was suspected, 
arrested and convicted on cireumstantial 
evidence, and sentenced to be hanged. So 
conclusive seemed the evidence*aguinst the 
prisoner that no attempt whatever was 
made on the part of the’ public to imédnce 
the Home Secretary to exercise executive 
clemency. Theday of the execution hav- 
ing arrived, the prisoner ‘was led forth to 
suffer the extreme penalty. The rope to be 
used, the texture of which was silk and 
hemp, had been, as is customary in such 
cases, tested with the aid of-sand-bags, and 
was not found wanting The bo!t was 
drawn and the prisoner was given adrop of 
eight feet. The rope broxe. ‘he prisoner 
walked, unaided, up the steps leading to 
the scaffold, and after the rope had ‘been 
fixed again and the nooseadjusted the bolt 
was drawn for the second time. The rope 
broke again. 

Lee was by this time considerably 
stunned. However, after the lapse of a 
tew moments he again ascended, unaided, 
the steps, and after doing all in his power 
to allay thé nervousneéss of the hangman, 
assisted the latter in once more fixing 
the rope. The prisoner piaced himseif on 
the trap-door, the boit was pulied,and the 
condemned man dropped once more out of 
view. The rope parted for the third time. 
Atter considerable delay Lee once more 
placed himself into the executioner’s hands, 
but that personage and the other officials, 
horrified at what seemed a Divine iaterpo- 
sition, refused to proceed further witn the 
business. The facts were reported to the 
Home Secretary, who atonce respited the 
prisoner, condemning him to imprisonment 
for life. 

Three years lateF a woman who was 
Lee’s fellow-servant confessed on her 
dying bed that it was she who killed her 
mistress. She declared that Lee had no 
connection whatever with the affair, and 
stated facts strongly confirmatory to-kher 
confession. . 

Instances may possibly have occurred in 
which an equal amount of physical courage 
has been displayed, but outside of the pale 
of fiction there can not be cited a single 
case in which bravery ever played a more 
conspicuous part than in the incident above 
detailed.

PRECOCIOUS CHILDREN. 


A Boy Who Could Speak Three Lan- 
guages When Four Years Old. 

John Philip Baratier was born at Schwo- 
bach, in the margravate of Anspach, in 1721. 
At the age of four, states a writer in Notes 
and Queries, he conversed with his mother 
in French, his fatber in Latin and his serv- 
antsin German. In his eleventh year he 
translated ‘The Travels of the Rabbi Ben 
jamin of Tudela” from Hebrew into French. 
Ho was elected a member of the Royal 
Academy of Science at Berlin, and was of- 
fered the degree of M. A. atthe Halle Uni- 
versity, to which he was admitted on draw- 
ing up and defending fourteen theses fh 
philosophy and the mathematics (1735). He 
died at the early age of nine‘ een. 

Another marvelous child was Christian 
Henry Heinecker, who was born at Lubeck, 
February 6, 1721—just twenty-seven days 
after Baratier first saw the light of day. 
He could recite the principal facts in the 
“Pentateuch’’ when but one year old; the 
entire history of the oli and new testament 
was familiar to'bim at fourteen months; 
at two and one-half years he could answer 
the principal questions in ancient and mod- 


ern the a at five he died.

Goethe is/said to have ksaown German, 
French, ian, Latin and Greek before he 
was eight. On January 20, 1889, the New 
York Sun gave an account of a little negro 
—Oscar Moore—who knew all of Appleton’s 
“Encyclopedia” by heart and could recite 
any thing he had ever heard.

Death of Mrs. Hayes. 

Fremont, O., June 25.—Mrs. Haves 
died at 6:30 o’clock this morning. 
The funeral will take place Friday. 

Mrs. Hayes passed a quiet night, 
sinking gradually until the hour of her 
death. At her bedside were the mem- 
bers of the family, together with Mrs. 


Mitchell, a cousin of Ganeral Hayes; 
Mrs. Huntington, a cousin of Mrs. 
Haves; Lucy Keeler, Mrs. A. H. 
Miller and the physician. 

Mrs. Hayes’ maiden name was Lucy 
Ware Webb, born August 28, 1831 
at Chillicothe, Ohio. She was the 
youngest child and only daughter of 
Dr. James Webb and Mary Cook. 
Her grandfather, Judge Isaac Cook, 
came from Connecticut in 1782 and all 
of her great grandfathers served iu the 
Revolutionary war. Her futher served 
in the war of 1812. Mrs. Hayes mar- 
ried December 30, 1852. At the 
»reaking out of the rebellion her hus- 
oand entered the army and from that 
time until the close of the war ber 
home was a refuge for wounded, sick 
ind furloughed soldiers going to or re- 
turning from the front. She spent 
two winters in camp with her husband 
in Virginia, and, after the battle at 
South Mountain, where he was badly 
wounded, hastened and joined him at 
Middleton, and later spent much time 
in the hospitals near Frederick City 
During the four years of her life at the 
White House she was distingui hed 
by the gracefyl cordiality with which 
she received all whocame. Sinve the 
retirement of her isusband from public 
she has been an ardently interested 
member of the Women’s Relief Corps. 
She has served during successive 
vears as president of the Women’s 
Home Missionory Suciety of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church. 

All night long the sorrowing family 
watched around the bed-ide. Mrs. 
Haves lay motionless, and but for her 
faint breathing and the weak fluttering 
of her pulse, there were no signs of 
life. The anxious watchers were wait- 
ing only for the inevitable end, bowed 
with grief and scarcely a word was 
spoken the long night through. The 
physicians kept in the background 
und the family were alone with the 
loved one. In vain they hoped for a 
~light rally that might come before 
death so that she could recognize and 
apeak to them. _As the morning 
dawned the hold on life grew weaker 
and weaker, and finally the spirit took 
its flight. In a veice choked with grief 
the physician announced that the end 
had come, and the family’s long vigil 
closed in prostration and grief. Gen- 
eral Hayes and four grown sons, Bud, 
Buchard, Webb and Scott, were deeply 
affected, while Fannie was nearly 
prostrated . -with grief and her long 
sleepless watching at her mother’s 
bedside. The entire city is in mourn- 
ing and flags are at f-mast. Tele- 
grams of condolence have been re- 
ceived from many friends, among them 
being the President and Mrs. Harrison.
